Minutes of New Hope Conven-
tion.

Frroay, April 28, 1806.

The Convention convened this day
with the New Hope Baptist Church.

THE ORDER OF ITS DELIBERATIONS.

The Introductery Sermon was preached
by Rev. PExy Hawkins, from first Cor,
10, 81st,, “ Whether therefore ye eat or
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the
glory oy God.”

2. On motion, Rev. W. DRUMMOND
was requested to aet as Moderator, and
E. F. Davis, as Clerk, pro tem.

8. Called for delegates, whereupon the
following brethren presented themselves,
and were enrolled :

From Cepar Smoar Caurch, Dr. I.
D. Darham, R. 8. Woodruff, and David
Holoom.

From GrEEN Ponp, Washington Rog-
ers.

FroM AxNTiOCH, Jas. B. Lanford.

FroM New Horg, Philemon Walters,
W. J. Whitmire, Levi Stone, and Pinck-
ney Bobo.

Ferom Friexpsmip, A. M. Smith,
Robert N. Morrow, Thomas Aiken, and

Frox Uniry, E. F. Davis, E. M. Cal-
vert, and 8. H. Crow.

4. On wotion, Rev. T. Roberson and
Rev. J. W. Gibbs were appointed “a
Committos,”” to recelve, and count tue
votes for * Moderator and Clerk.”

5. The Committee annonnced, that Bro.
W. Drummond was elected Moderator, and
Bro E. F. Davis, Clerk.

6, Invited Brethren from sister Churches
who are not delegates, to seats with us,
whereupon, Rev. T. Roberson, Rev. J. W.
Qibbs, Rev. Peny Hawkins, with other
Brethren, cordially, accepted the invita-
tion.

7. After a lively discussion and inter-
change of views, assurances were given,
that other Churches, at the proper time,
would unite with this body ; it was unani-
mously agreed to proceed to the comple
tion of the object of the meeting of this
body.

8. On motion. The following Brethren
were appointed to draft a “ Constitution,”
preparatory ot this body merging into an
Association : Bros. Bobo, Durham, Drum
mond, Davis, Woodruff, Whitmire, and
Smith.

9. On motion, It was agreed that Bro.
Drummond write a ¢ Circular” for distvi-
bution smong the churches and general
cireulation.

After prayer by Rev. P. Hawkins, ad-
joured to meet to-morrow at 9 o'clock.

Sarvrpay, April 29, 1866,

Jonvention assembled. Prayer by Rev.
T. Roberson.

10. Took up the consideration of the
Constitation, on which much disoussion
ensued—adopted article by article of the
same.

Adjourned for one hour and a half for
Preaching. Sermon by Rev. T. Roberson,
1. Peter 1,11.

Convention assembled. Prayer by Rev.
P. Hawkins.

11. An amendment was offered to the
1st article of the Constitation, striking out
the word “ Immersion,” and inserting the
word “ Baptist” Adopted the Constitu-
tion and Circular as a whole.

12. On motion, Agreed that this Con-
vention eonvene with the Friendship Bap-
tist Church on Friday before the fourth
Lord's day in Ootober next.

18, ResorveD, Thatthe thanks of this
body are tendered to New Hope Church,
and the citizens of ita vicinity, for the kind
Bospitality with which they have enter.
tained us.

14. Rzsorvep, That sister Churches
are ordially invited to meet with us at our
next sitting.

SPARTANBURG, S.C.,, THURSDAY, MAY 17,

15. ResoLvep, That the proceedings
of this meeting, together with the Consti-
tution and Circular be printed, and that
the Clerk send copies of the same to the
various Churches in our bounds.

After prayer by the Moderator, the Con-
vention adjourned to meet with the Friend-
ship Baptist Church, fiftcen miles South
of Spartanburg C. H., on Friday before
the fourth Lord’s day in October next.

CONSTITUION OF THE FRIENDSHIP
BATTIST ASSOCIATION.

‘W2 the United Churches of Jesus Christ
whose members have been regularly im-
mersed, upon a profession of faith in Him,
believing that the Holy Scriptures are the
only standard of faith and practice for Chris-
tians, enjoining upon them zealous and
continued efforts in promoting the cause
of our blessed J.ord—do now unite in this
Association, upon the following articles,
for the advancement of the objects herein
stated,

Ist. This body shall be known as the
“Friendship Baptist Association.”

2d. It shall be composed of Representa-
tives chosen by each Church. These shall
bear to each meecting of the body certifi-
cates of their appointments, with a state-
ment of the membership, condition and
prospects of the Churches they represent,
also the names of their ministers, and such
contributions as are made for benevolent
objects, which shall be appropriated as the
donors may dircct.

8d. The Association shall have annual
meetings, and on coming together, shall
organize as soon as the names of the mem-
bers are enrolled, by choosing a Moderator
Clerk and Treasurer by ballot, who shall
hold their offices until a new election.

4th. Fach Church shall be entitled to a
rngmscnt.ntion of two members, and one
other for every fifty, exceeding fifty.

5th. The Association shall be governed
by the rules of order, that it may from time
to time adopt.

6th. As the design and objects of this
Association are the promotion of the King-

dom of Christ, the character of the exer.
oicas of thy Auunwal Muwtiugs sHuuld Uuas

a direct relation to Hia Church.

Tth. The Association holds that the
Churches of this body, as the Church of
Christ, are possessed with sovereign power
independent of each other, and of all other
ecclesiastical orgamzations, being subject
to the authority of Christ alone, as their
sole Head and Lawgiver.

8th. The Association shall be an advi-
sory Council, to the Churches composing
it, by the maintainance of brotherly love,
by mutual consultations for the welfare of
the Churches, and by efforts in all appro-

riate ways for the advancement of Sunday
chools, and the spread of the knowledge
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, our Lord.
9th, The Association has the right of
withdrawing from any Church that aban.
dons the design and objects of this organ-
ization, and any Church in order, shall at
her request, have the liberty of withdraw-
ing from this body.

10th. Any Church holding the doctrine
and ordinances of Christ, as generally held
and practiced by the Churches of this
body, may upon application be admitted
into membership.

11th. The Association may hold a broth-
erly correspondence with any organization
bolding the same views of doctrine and
practice, with thosc held by this body.

12th. It may also appoint such commit-
tees as may be ne to transact such
business as pertains to it, or similar bodies;
these shall make their reports at {imes ap
pointed by the body.

13th. Any amendments or alterations of
this Constitution may be made by the vote
of two-thirds of the members present at an
Annual Meeting. All other matters shall
be decided by a majority of votes.

The Burning of Columbia.
In the United States Senate, on Tues.

day, Mr. Johnson read the following, and
moved its reference to the Committee on

Military Affairs:

Witp Woops, Miss.,, April 21

To Hon. Reverdy Johnson:

_ B1r:—A few days ago Isawin the pub-
lic proceedings of Congress that a petition
from Benjamin Rawls, of Columbia, S. G,
asking compensation for the destruction ot
his house by the Federal army in Februa
ry, 1865, had been presented to the Sen-
ate, accompanied by a letter from Major-
General Sherman.  In tais letter General
Sherman used the following language :

They,” the citizens of Columbia, “set fire
to thousands bf bales of cotton rolled out
into the streets, and which were burning
before he entered Columbia. I myself was
in the city as early as nine, and I saw these
fires and koew efforts had been made to
extinguish them; but a high and strong
wind kept them alive. I gave no orders
for the burning of your city, but on the
contrary, the reverse, and I believe the
conflagration resulted from the great im.

Erudcncu of cutting the cotton bales, where
Ak R - —pevau W wud Wi,

80 that it became an impossibility toarrest
the fire. I saw in your Columbis newspa
per the printed order of Gen. Wade Hamp-
ton, that on the approach of the Yankee
army all the cotton should thus be burned,
and from what I saw myselt, I have no
hesitation in saying that Le was the cause
of the destruction of your city.”

This grave charge made against me by
General Sherman bhaving been brought be
tore the Senate of the United States, [ am
naturally most solicitous to vindicate my-
self before the same tribunal. But my
State has no representative in that city.
Those who should be there are debarred
the right of entrance. In those halls there
are none to speak for the South—none to

articipate in the legislation which governs
1er—none to impose the taxes w.ich she
is called on to pay, and none to defend her
or to vindicate her sons from misrepressz
tation, injustice, or slander. Uuder these
circumstances I appeal to you in the confi
dent hope that you will use every effort to
see that justice is done in this matter. [
deny most emphatically that any cotton was
fired in Columbia by my order. I deny
that her citizens set fire to thousands of
bails rolled out into the streets. I deny
that any cotton was on fire when the Fed
eral troops entered the city. And I most
respectfully ask of Congress to appoint a
commiitee charged with the duty of ascer
taining and reporting all the fucts connee-
ted with the destruction of Uoclumbia, and
thus fixing npon the author of that enor
mous crime the infamy he deserves,

1 am willing to submit the case to any
honest tribunal. Before any such I pledge
myself to prove my positive order, by di-
rection of Gen. Beauregard, that no cotton
should be fired ; that no one bale was on
fire when Sherman's troops took possession
of the city ; and that in spite of this solemn
promise, his soldiers burned it to the
ground, deliberately, systematically, and
atrociously, I therefore most earnestly re-
quest that Congress may take prompt and
efficient measures to investigate this matter
fully. Not only is this due to themselves,
and the reputation of the United States
army, but to justioc and truth,
